DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed on Aug. 9, 2004 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) 
because they fail to clearly show the structural relationship between "hinge arm 16", 
"base plate 16", "adjusting member 42", "flexible U-shaped member 26", "threaded 
member 28", "threaded stop 30", "base plate 34", "camming screw 29" and "member 44" 
as described in the specification. The drawings are photocopied and too dark to show 
any details to enable the examiner to fully understand the invention. They are not of 
better quality than the original drawings filed on July 10, 2003 and do not contain 
"figures 7a". Since applicant fails to provide drawings of better quality, the examiner will 
exam the application with the best understanding of the original figures. 

Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
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replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not provide sufficient 
information as how the elements are structurally and functionally related to one another. 
Especially, it cannot be understood how the "adjusting member", the "base plate" and 
the "U-shaped member" are structurally related to perform adjustment. Further, it is not 
clear how and where the other end of the "hinge arm" is received in order to achieve 
adjustment or detachment. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

the specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

5. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 2, it is not clear what "one of the members" is referring to. 
Lines 8-10, it cannot be understood how "selective position of the door with 
respect to the frame" can be made "while the hinge arm second end and the 
base plate remain connected" since the hinge arm (connected to the hinge cup) 
and the base plate (secured to the frame) are relatively fixed on the door and the 
frame respectively. 

Claim 2 merely states the capability. There is not structure supporting the 
performance of such capability. Note similar errors in claims 3, 4, and 6-12. 

In claim 13, it is not understood what "the camming screw" is referring to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-14, as best as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being clearly anticipated by Mueller et al. (6,615,452). 

8. Claims 1-4, 6-12 and 14, as best as understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Albrecht et al. (6,339,864). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 5 and 13, as best as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Albrecht et al. 4 864. 

'864 discloses the invention as claimed but for the camming screw. The 
examiner takes Official Notice that using a camming screw to adjust the relative 
positioning between the hinge parts is well-known and common practice in the 
art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art the use a 
camming screw in '864 hinge to adjust the relative positioning between the hinge 
parts.
